NEW YORK, March = 16.—Justice 
Blanchard ordered the acquittal of Ray- 


mond Hitchcock today on the indictment 
against him growing out of the charges 
of Ellen Von Hagen, a young girl. 

Flora Whiston, the girl witness who 
was expected to testify against Hitch- 
cock and gave evidence in his favor, 
was arrested on a sharge of perjury as 
she was leaving the courtroom. 

. ‘The action of the Justice was taken 
upon motion of Assistant District At- 
torney Garvan after Flora Whiston, the 
prosecution’s chief corroborating wit- 
ness, had testified that the story she 
told before the grand jury was false. 
Several other indictments on_ similar 
charges are pending against Hitchcock. 

Flora Whiston swore on the wituess 
stand that an agent of the Gerry So- 
clety had frightened her into making 
the charges against Hitchcock. 

“He threatened to take me away from 
my home—to separate me from my 
mether if I didn’t tell that story,’’ said 
the girl, sobbing, when asked why she 
dtd made the charges against Hitch- 
cock before the grand jury. 

J In Startied. 

‘The girl said’ the only person to 
whom she had told the truth concerning 
her with Hitchceck was John 
F, her stepfather. It was afier 
the stepfather had been called to the 
witness stand and testified that the girl 
had assured him that Hitchcock never

Whiston’s testimony as given before 
the grand jury. When he had finished, 
he asked her if it was true. | 

“It is not,” said the witness. ‘Mr. 
Hitchcock never harmed me. I told to 
the grand jury the story the Gerry 
agent told me to tell.’ 

“Didn't you take Agent Pizzaro to the 
house on West Forty-first street?’ 

“I did not. Pizzaro took me there.” 

Not Same Story. 

“That isn't the same story you told 
me, is i1t%” asked Garvan. 7 

“No.’”’ 

Garvan then read the statement Flora 
gave Pizzarc at the time she was seized 
by the Gerry Society. 

Tt was a lengthy document and de- 
scribes in detail Flora’s alleged wrongs 
at the hands of Hitchcock. Mora de- 
clared many of the allegations in the 
statement were not so. She pleaded the 

fear of the “society” as an excuse for 

the false statements to Pizzaro. 

Garvan, after bringing out the girl's 
eontradictory declarations made by the 
witness, excused her. 

Agent Pizzaro was called to the stand 
and asked to deny that he had intim- 

jdated the girl. Garvan then formally 
moved to dismiss the indictment. 

Under inatructions from the Court the 

jury returned the formal verdict of ac- 

 quittal without leaving their seats.

Attack on French Legation Threatened Because 
Refugees, Claiming Protection of the Flag, 
Are Not Surrendered—Ten to Fifteen 
So-Called Revolutionists Executed. 





Last week M. Borno, the Haytien 
Minister of State, assured M. Carterer 
that Hayti would agree to allow the 
refugees who had taken asylum in 
the French consulates at Gonaives and 
St. Marc to leave the island. This morn- 
ing there came the news of the execu- 
tion at Port-Au Prince Sunday of be- 
twen ten and twelve prominent politi- 
cians on the charge of conspiracy 
against the Government, together with 
a cablegram from M. Carterer announc- 
ing that Gen. Nord Alexis, the President 
had not only flatly declined 
to confirm the assurances given by M. 
Rorno, but had flatly declined to permit 
the refugees in the consulates to de- 
part. Eleven additional persons have 
taken asylum at the French Legation. 
Three Nations Send Warships. 

‘ The French cruiser D’lstrees is ex- 
pected very soon at Gonaives, where 
she will act in co-operation with the 
British and German ships of war now 
9n their way to Hayti. 

It is understood here that France, Ger- 
many and Great Britain are acting in 
accord. - 

Gen. Antenor Firmin, who led the last 
revolt in Hayti, is among the refugees 
under the French flag. The Foreign Of- 
fice recognizes that the General and his 
followers are revolutionists, but it de 
clined to hand them over to the Haytien 
Government, on the ground that there 
were no assurances that the men would 
have a legal trial. In this connection tt 
was explained that, according to Freneh 
tradition, any man who sought refuge 
under the French fiag should have at 
least temporary protection. The refu- 
gees number about 100 in all.

«Foreman George H. Hall told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday that the 
ebruary grand jury will be glad to 
hear the reports of Factory Inspector 
Sikes regarding the lack of fire escapes 
on the public schools and ether con- 
ditions which endanger the lives of 
the children. 
“The grand jury will hold sessions 
Tvesday and Wednesday afternoon and 
ill take pleasure in giving Mr. Sikes 
i audience,”” said Mr. Hall. “I can- 
t tell, of course, what action will be 
weessary until I hear what Mr. Sikes 
s to say. I think the Board of Edu- 
éntion has been ‘stirred up’ until it 
will now comply with the law and 
ake the proper steps to safeguard 
‘e lives of the children. A word from 
fhe grand jury, howeverfi might hurry 
er. matters to some extent. ¢ 
“There is no doubt that there has 
been a great deal of carelessness in 
fiie matter of safeguarding the schools 
from fire. Many of the schools are 
in a bad condition, and nothing ought 
to be left undone to protect the lives 
of the children. Public sentiment seems 
to demand that the school buildings 
be made safe without any more delay 
éi:an possible. 
All Should Be Safe. 
“Personally, I think that no school 
building ought to be more than two 


- ‘gtories high, and all should be built in 


such a manner as to afford easy escape 
in case of fire. I hardly think it will 
be necessary to indict any members of 
the Board of Education to compel them 
to comply with the law requiring the 
schools to be equipped with fire escapes, 
but of course I do not know what will 
be done until the grand jury hears the 
facts. I am quite satisfied. that the 
grand jury will act promptly.’ 

* Factory Inspector Sikes said he would 
have his reports in shape to present ta 
the grand jury Tuesday afternoon. Mr. 
_ Sikes’ reports will cover the dangerous 
eonditions that exist in the Columbia, 
Bryan Hill and Attucks schools. and in 
such others as a‘subsequent, inspection 
may convince him are in a dangerous 
Condition.

“Tf I can’t mandamus the members 
of the House responsible for the viola- 
tions of the charter I will attempt to 
have them prosecuted on a charge of 
malfeasance in office. 

“Section 13 of article 3 of the City 
Charter says that every bill introduced 
in the Municipal Assembly by the 
Board of Public Improvements must be 
reported out of committee within forty 
days and if it is not so reported it is 
then to be considered as being before 
the House as a committee of the whole 


and must be acted upon. 
Would Force Combine. 
“That is the point that I am going 


to raise in my petition for a writ of 
mandamus. I want the combine forced 
to do its duty by acting on these bills 
which are now out of the hands of the 
committee and before the House. 

‘Tt don’t know exactly whom I will 
make defendants in the first writ of 
mandamus, but I am going to compel 
action, if possible, no matter if I have 
to make the entire House of Delegates 
defendants.”’

In sympathy with the 450 brewery 
drivers discharged from work because 
they had no cards from the so-called 
‘regular’ loecal. nearly 80 bottlers 
walked out of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Association plant Monday. 

The brewery employed whatever men 
it could get, union or non-union, to fill 
their places. J. Kingsbury Busch tied a 
white apron over his daintily creased 
trousers and, with other dandies from 
the general offices, helped supply the 
shortage. 

Conference Ig Planned.

“PANDERING TO VOTES” 





Refers to Those Who Shout 
for Administration Policies 
as ‘Poor Fools.” 





WASHINGTON, March 16.—President 
Roosevelt was accused of responsibil- 
ity for the recent financial depression, 
and the members of the Senate and 
House were branded cowards and cra- 
vens, in a speech made in the Senate 
today by Mr. Tillman. He referred to 
the President as ,‘this uncrowneda 


king.”’ 

Mr. Tillmen said: 

‘If the newspapers are to be be- 
lieved, the President is even now plan- 
ning a true with the rich malefactors 
and is ready to grant amnesty to all 
past trust offenders. 

“Pandering to Labor.” 

‘In the most pronounced language he 
has denounced combinations between la- 
bor organizations and the boycott, but 
on the eve of an election he panders to 


this same vote by demanding changes 
in the law as interpreted by the Su- 
preme Court. Organized labor is to be 
relieved from the prohibition of the Su- 
preme Court’s decisions, but along with 
it must go the relief of capital. Once 
relieved, the malefactors of great wealth 
will smile in triumph over their victory, 
while labor will find ttself no freer than 
before.’’ 

Mr. Tillman charged many of the 
evils in connection with the recent 
— flurry to the President, and 
said: 

“These are only a few of the 
achievements of this ‘uncrowned king. 
With others of his kind he has creat- 
ed a Frankenstein monster which, un- 
satiated by the blood of suicide and 
fears of heart broken women, threat- 
ens to devour and consume his crea- 
tors, who were able to quench his 
thirst only, by torrents of gold pour- 
ed out by the Federal treasury.” 


Calls Them “Poor Fools.” 
Coming back to the charge of fa- 
vortism on the part of the President 
toward the wealthy, he said: 
“The poor fools who were shouting 


his praises have so far failed to under- 
stand that the bad government which 
the Republican party has given the 
country is due solely to the ignorance 
and debauchery of the people. Misled 
and deceived by the newspapers which 
are owned by these same rich men, la- 
}bor, organized and unorganized, trails 
along behind the banner of republican- 
ism and shouts for Roosevelt and his 
policies. The millions who have been 
robbed are equally as enthusiastic as 
re who have been bene- 
ted. 

“The capacity of the people to gov- 
ern themselves wisely and protect their 
interests is seriously called in question 
by existing conditions. The money 
which came by dishonest and unfair 
methods is used to control the machin- 
ery of the nomination at Chicago. The 
price of negro delegates in the South 
rises paw A by day.’’ 

Referring to Taft's Mr. 
Tillman said: 

“It is a battle between predatory 
wealth on both sides with the power and 
prestige of the President thrown into 
the balance in behalf of his favorites. 
Civil service rules, pernicious activity of 
Government officials, bold and unblush- 
ing efforts to dictate his successor in 
the White House or compel his own re- 
nomination for a third term are con- 
spicuous factors of the situation.’’

St. Louis Society Wants to 
Aid Little One With 
Tuberculosis. 





The St. Louis Society for the Re- 


lief and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
pleads with the people of St. Louis to 
help save consumptive children and 
offsprings of consumptive parents be- 
fore it is too late by sending them to 
the country. For $10 a child can be 
boarded in the country for a month. 
The hope is entertained that individ- 
uals and organizations will provide 
for their care during the summer. 

The society has on its rolls now 14 
children who have the disease and 
about fifty in families where the dis- 
ease exists. Most of these are living 
in unsanitary surroundings and are 
poorly nourished. 


One of these is a boy of 14 whose fath- 
er died of the disease and whose mother 
is in the hospital with it. He and his 
littie sister live with an uncle and aunt 
and their four children. The uncle is a 
cripple. The toy must keep on work- 
ing, as he and oné of his cousins are 
the support of the family. When visit- 
ed the boy was sleeping with two cous- 
ins in the same room with several oth- 
ers, and the windows were closed. 


Child as Their Mother. 


A girl of 12, who has done all of the 
housework and cared for the younger 
children while her mother worked in a 
laundry, has broken down from over- 
work and it is feared that she has the 
disease. 

A girl 17 years old, in an early stage 
of the disease, has been obliged to give 
up her work in a coughdrop factory and 
lies all alone in a dingy boarding house.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—In con- 
firmation of the report which has 
gradually gained circulation here that 
Miss Katherine Elkins, daughter of Sen- 
ator Stephen B. Elkins of West  Vir- 
ginia, is to wed the Duke of the Abruz- 
zi, come cable dispatches today from 
Genoa, Italy, that the duke has left his 
native land for the United States. 

It is generally expected that the an- 
nouncement ef the engagement will be 
made within the week. The family of 
Miss Elkins, as is customary in such 
cases, refuses to discuss the reported 
engagement. 

Miss Elkins is one of the most ac- 
complished young women in Washing- 
ton society and is a dashing belle. Her 
mother was Miss Hallie Davis, daughter 
of former Senator Henry Gassaway 
Davis, who in 1904 was the Democratic 
candidate for Vice-President. The El- 
kins and Davis fortunes were made in 
West Virginia coal lands, and in the 
last two decades have multiplied until 
now each is estimated at $30,000,000. 

The Genoa dispatches say the Duke 
left Italy Feb. 29, traveling under a 
pseudonym and accompanied only by 
his special private valet. Before leav-

“DAIRY MAS” 
LOSE BY A NOSE 
HARRY BULGER’ 


- 





It Emphasizes Dullness of 


Play That Has Some 
Pleasing Songs. 


HE face of Julia Sanderson and the 
cy feet of Flossie Hope came near to 

making “The Dairymaids” a 
winner at the Olympic last night, but 
it finally lost by a nose—that of Harry 
Bulger, leading comedian. 

Miss Sanderson's face shines with 
beauty and Miss Hope’s feet twinkle 
with grace. The nose of Harry Bulger— 
well, forget it, if you can. It is built up 
by Mr. -3ulger himself, on the theory 
that a monstrous deformity of feature 
is laughable, and it fails to prove its 
case. . 

About the same time, too, you realize 
that, even if his nose were funny, Bul- 
ger himself isn’t, and then you resent 
the nose more than ever. Its knobs 
don’t tickle your ribs to laughter—if the 
sense of humor really lies in the ribs, 
the sense: of humor is bruised by that 
nose until it feels as sore as ‘“‘Jim’’ Cor- 
bett’s solar plexus under “Bob” Fitz- 
simmons’ knockout punch. 

And this is bad for ‘‘The Dairymaids.”’ 

For, barring Bulger and Bulger’s nose, 
there are some things worth while in 
this musical comedy, especially in the 
line of songs. ‘“‘Heigh-ho! How the 
Wind Blows!’ is a little gem after the 
manner of old-fashioned English bal- 
ladry; “I’ve a Million Reasons Why I 
Love You” is a dainty little’ lyric; 
“Lazyland’’ is indolently melodious; 
“The Man Who Wrote the Merry Wid- 
ow Waltz’ gives Mr. Bulger his only 
hit, and there are one or two other 
musical numbers distinctly pleasing. 

The book of ‘‘The Dairymaids,” how- 
ever, is dull—it must needs be added to 
Mr. Bulger and his nose as a feature of 
the handicap under which the play la- 
bors. The jokes and gags are dismally 
senile—some of them so ancient of 
years, indeed, that the “Old Jokes’ 
Home” fairly gapes for them. Whether 
this is the fault of the English origina- 
tor or the American adapter of the of- 
fering it’s needless to conjecture. Once 
or twice, in desperation, perhaps, a 
touch of vulgarity is added to the jests, 
and, naturally, this increases, instead of 
mitigating, the offense. Decent dull- 
ness is preferable. 

There are sOme clever people in the 
company. Julia Sanderson and Mabel 
Hollins and Frieda Wiegold and Emily 
Francis and Flossie Hope are among 
them. So, too, are Fletcher Norton and 
Edgar Atchison' Ely and Eugene 
O'Rourke and George Wharton. Also, 
there’s a neat chorus, tuneful of voice, 
and there’s considerable merit in the 
orchestral work under William Loraine’s 
direction, and Charles Frohman, as 
usual, gives a handsome production. 
But the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland—though it may not 
be fair to include Ireland in this stric- 
ture—must send us better musical plays 
than “The Dairymaids” if it expects us 
to “enthuse” over them to any consid- 
erable extent.

I'm addressing an inquiry to Interested in your edi- 
tion of the 9th inst., in which she states that a man 
receiving $100 a month can save $25.85 each month. I 
notice in her statement that she lists rent at $13.50. 
Now I would like to know where she lives, that she 
is able to get an inhabitable house for $13.50 a month.

At the same time notice was given that unless 
these contracts were signed the wires would be cut 
the day our old contracts expired, leaving us without 
light or power. As there was no other way of obtain- 
ing. electric service In St. Louis we were compelled 
to sign and then for a longer period than we wanted.

The first session of the St. Louis 
Stock Exchange Monday was by far the 
liveliest one that has been held since 
the financial flurry of last October.

The chief 
interest of the session centered in bank 
stocks and United Railways securities. 

Among the former, National Bank of 
Commerce was again most active and 
was sold as high as 231%, which is 1% 
points higher than Saturday. This 
makes an advance of 12% points in this 
stock within a few days. 

Several of the leading bank issues 
were bid up with great confidence. The 
first bid for Mechanics-American was 
289 and the closing one 290. Mercantile 
Trust, Boatmen’s and State National 
were also in excellent demand at high- 
er figures. 

Bank of Commerce was held at 232 
and Mercantile at 300.

Casional marked nervousness, prevailed 
in the local wheat market Monday and 
prices sought largely lower levels, the

The world's shipments of wheat were 
11,504,000 bu, against 10,268,000 bu last 
week and 9,328,000 bu a year ago. The 
Visible supply of wheat decreased 1,- 
203,000 bu, and now amounts to 40,149,000 
bu, compared with an increase of 1,604,- 
000 bu, with 47,354,000 bu in sight at the 
Same time last year. Wheat and flour on 
ocean passage amounts to 60,632,000 bu,

The opening at which the most of the 
day’s decline was made was excited, 
nervous and quite wild, trading being 
on a large scale. Many of the “green 
bug”’ buysre of Saturday wer influenced 
by the uniformly bearish turn to the 
early news, to unload, most of the 
liquidation centering on July option, 
there being in fact some long buying of 
May at times. Liverpool cables closed 
only %d to %d higher, with prices on 
the Continent equally sluggish. World’s 
shipments was largely over the predic- 
tions, the further increase in ocean 
passage stocks made the amount afloat 
over 60,000,000 bu, and far above the pre- 
vious high record.
